Responsible elements on the campus are divided between those 
who favor retaining McGill's membership in the organization and those 
who want to get us out of It at the end of this term. 

A battle is shaping up jight now, with the «ntl-NFCUS side on 
thé offensive.

I An attempt was made before 
iChrlstmas to call a Students' So- 
ciety meeting for the purpose of 
presenting a motion for McGill's 
.withdrawal from the federation at 
the end of the session. A petition 
to this effect, bearing almost twice 
the requisite number of signatures, 
was received by tlio Preisdent of 
the Students' Society. Due to what 
the president called "several fac- 
tors which make it undesirable to 
hold this meeting before Christ- 
mas," the meeting has not yet been 
held. 



♦ The nntl-NFCUSitcs would like 
to see it held as soon as possible. 
(Constitutionally, a Students' So- 
ciety meeting must be called any- 
way by about the end of February; 
but a meeting called by petition 
can take place, at the president's 
discretion.) 

One prominent spokesman for 
the anti-NFCUS camp told The 
Daily he hope<l to see the whole 
situation regarding the "delay" in 
calling the meeting aired at the 
next Students' Executive Council 
meeting.

• Opening his address, Dr. Raven 
explained that while one third of 
humanity believes that life is some- 
thing to escape from, and another 

third nssert-s that it is something 
to be exploited, it is only a small 
percentage of the remainder who 
believes that It is something to be 
redeemed. 

• Ho told of a friend of his, who 
at the time when the League of 
Nations was the hope of future 
generations, said that people 
should plc.ad for conferences, but 
as long as mankind did not get 
some real agreement here, this 
world will remain "a fool's para- 
dise". 

. Elaborating on the theology of 
his subject, the Queen's Chaplain 
said "Religion is not only the ele- 
mental and characteristic, but also 
the basic and most profound ex- 
perience of mankind. Man through 
,the ages had been trying to find 
God and had pictured Him in many 
fo rms. Suddenly in the fullness of 
time Go<l sent forth His Son born 
of a woman, horn under the law, 
to redeem us. So the early dis- 
ciples proclaimed. 

"Tlie ([uestion is wlictlicr tlie 



message of the early disciples was 
a fantasy. We may assume that 
the people defied this man Jesus. 
That of course is a completely 
false starting point, for the Jews 
.wcre|Uie,^laBt people on earth to 
bestow divine honours on any man. 
,We may in this civilization of ours 
reject Christ, but we cannot pro- 
tend that he Is not there. No char- 
acter of history or literature has 
been so diversely described as 
Jesus, except God. Tliis in itself 
testifies to their similarity. We 
must also consider the circunistan- 
ces of Christ's coming; His influ- 
ence and efect; His contlnnous and 
increasing significance; His rele- 
vance for us to-day. The miracles 
of his teaching and illumination 
challenges his disciples with the 
contrast hetwcen themselves and 
what they could be."

passage "'Father forgive them, 
they know not what they do.' " 

"When you will go down to Hell 
you shall discover that God is there 
also, then only shall you be ready

A petition signed by more then 250 students 
wob received by the Students' Society office be- 
fore Christmas. As yet there has been no action 
on this petition, and we wonder why. 

The petition called upon the president of the 

Students' Society tc hold a general Students' 
Society meeting as soon qs possible in order that 
the question of the Notional Federation of Ca- 
nadian University Students might be decided 
once and for a||. 

For the post term, tiie feeling of a large num- 
ber of the students on this campus has been that 
McGijl's Students' Society should get out of 
NFCUS. For NFCUS is a worthless organization, 
they soy; accomplishing nothing, and simply 
wasting 'a' lorge portion of the students' hard- 
won money. 

. Many others think that NFCUS is still worth 



maintaining, that Its accomplishments are worth 
v/hile, and that its aims are sincere. 

At the present time we do not quarrel with 
the arguments of either group. But we do be- 
lieve that when 250 students doubt the value of 
NFCUS strongly enough to sign a petition for a 
Students' Society meeting, that this meeting 
should be called as soon as possible. 

The situation at McGill as it is now is fair 
to neither of the two McGill groups nor to the 
Federation itself, which does not know whether 
it can count on the support of McGill next year 
or not. 

The Students' Society president is not required 
to call a meeting immediately upon receiving a 
petition for one. But we think that in this case 
each side has hod time to consider its arguments. 
It is time to let the students decide.

Dear Sir: 

Mr. Nemlroff, In his letter on 
German rearmament repeats the 
internal contradiction which he in- 
troduced into h i s speech to the 
Model Parliament. 

He writes (ns he spoke) of a 
"free, united and unarmed Ger- 
many." Does he see no contradic- 
tion between "free" and "unarm- 
e«l"? Freedom for a country must 
include the ^right to defend itself 
and to join military alliances, or 
it IS ju.st not freedom. A n d of 
course a free united Germany is 
going to rearm itself sooner or 
later In any case. 

It appears from his remarks that 
Mr. Nemiroff is not facing up to 
the realities of power politics — a 
common and undcrstanable tenden- 
cy in many student politicians. But 
It must not be supposed that real 
poliiicg can be conducted entirely 
on this level. This is a lesson which 
will hiive to be learned by the Mc- 
Gill CCF Club as surely as It hud 
to be learned by the British Labour 
Party.

A Montreal paper has recently 
caricd several artick's on Civil De- 
fence organizations in other cities 
of the United States and Canada. 
Those in charge of each of them 
have expressed surprise and con- 
cern over the recent decision to 
scrap Montreal's Civil Defence 
plans. 

It does Indeed seem shortslghteil 
for officials In Canada's largest 
city — the only Canadian target 
ever likely to attract atomic bomb- 
ing — to decide as a matter of pol- 
icy that Montreal should make no 
preparations for such a catns 
trophc.' Even in peacetime, as the 
recent disaster In Toronto has 
shown, such preparation may be 
vitally necessary. 

We hope that this decision is 
nothing more than an attempt to 
point out and try to remedy lack 
of public interest in Civil Defence 
for Montreal. If , on the other hand 
it has been made in all seriousness 
we hope that it will be reconsid 
erod.

Must Understand Substance 

The Christian faith is one held by many with whom you will 
have to work after graduation, and to understand them you must be 
aware of the substance of their faith — not the myths about it. Here 
IS your chance. Th's is no pulpit v;ith no ear for the opposition. This 
IS no bletliering by half-trained theologicol students. This is no time 
to retract like a snail before salt, whenever "religion" is mentioned. 
For this week you con argue religion without going to church, without 
cornering on adherent or joining a religious club, and without even 
reading a book. 

And Afterwords . . . 

Afterwords we con shrink back in cur shells as if nothing has 
happened. Or con we? We can /mix with 'contrasting beliefs or we 
con ignore them: but either way we put a mark on our characters. 
The problem for this week is not whether you believe but what you 
believe — and that remains a vital question as long as your head 
and your heart ore not stagnant.

Cambridge Tradition Comes Here 



A sixth-year medical student in ^ 
Gcriniiny wrote his final cxunis 
on the (lay the Uussiutis occui)ii'i| j 
his lioine town, lie litis sincn hct-ii 
allowed to visit his family for i 
only one week-end each year. His j 
pupcrs were lost and his studies 
KO unrecoBni7.ed. In the West to- 
day he is a clurk in a tourist Ini- 
rcau near Hanover, where some 
'McGill students met him this 
summer. 

This pursonni impact of inter- 
national confliot is but one ex- 
uniplu from Ihousaniis. ii iii- 
divutes why, after World War I, 
u group of veterans in Cambridge 
— nmoni;st them Cnnon Itn%'en — 
were inspired to orjcanizi; the fir.:t 
university mission. It was ob- 
vious what science could do and 
that this was not enough. 
A Trudiliun 
The CanibridKe missions became 
11 tradition, recurrini; in diffc- 
ri-nl forms ami different eniphasi-s 
about cvtT) Unci' yiars. Yi-t appa- 
rently the lure of reason wilhoul 
rvliKiun survived — a lure which 
led to more white crosses on Flan- 
dors rifhis. Amonnst Ihiiso "lio 
came back from World War 11, 
nmny were Canadians, llcforc they 
graduated In lha Spring of '53 a 
few of these left us with an idea — 
the idea of a Mission in McGill. 
Whence lis Name 
Until then Iherb had been lit- 
tle co-ordinated religious move- 
ment on the campus. Individual 
groups jiroduced individual pro- 
grams with restricted appeal and 
liiiiile<l funds. I'.ut by V.):>\, seven 
of the religious clubs had come 
firmly together and this week's 
. mission began to take shape. 
Those of the Uoman Catholic and 
Jewish faiths obviously could not 
participate officially in a Pro- 
testant project, although many 
maintain u benevolent interest in 
this effort to further the cnuse 
of religion on tiio campus. In 
recognition of and in respect for 
them, this is called "A Cliristiati 
Mission in McGill' 'ralher than (<> 
McGill. 

The original students began by 
inviting as Chief Mi.ssioncr, Canon 
Charles Kaven. Mis acieplanee for 
January I'Jm «as the sinnal for 
loncrete preparation. Tentai ive 
plans were approved by Principal 
James. The experiences of two 
similnr missions in Toronto. and 
olbers in Wiiinipeg. Krederlcllon 
and elsewhere ware useful and en- 
couraging, liishup .Stephen Ncill iii 
Toronto, for example, had drawn 
audiences of more than n thousand 
I)y week's end. It was obvious that 
a iierinanent conimitttee was ne- 
cessary, particularly for the sum- 
mer months. 

Sludent-Knculty Committee 
Nino Gunltieri, a member of the 
Siarlct K(!y .'îoi'iely and now a 
lhir(l-V(;ar Hivinitv student, was 



elected Chairman from the Stud- 
ent {;iiristian Movement. 
.S'.u .Martin of the Mc- 
Gill Christian Fellowship be- 
came Secretary and nominees ! 
from the other groups accepted 
sub-committco chairmanships. Fol- 
lowing the pattern set by the Mc- 
Gill Open House a student- 
faculty committee was agreed to 
witli Professor R. B. Y. Scott of 
Divinity as Co-Chairman. Exe- 
cutive headquarters was the Uni- 
versity Cliaplain's Office. Dr. 
James and Mr. William Bentley 
became Honorary Chairman and 
Honorary Treasurer respectively. 
No Appeal Fur Funds 

Il was decided on principle 
dial no public appeal for funds 
would be made either in the Uni- 
versily or (he city churches. It 
was ohvHius that travel expenses 
and piiblicily costs would mount 
up lo a considerable sum. The 
oSjeelive of .SI.'iOO was set and 
reached. Of this $.'>U0 was contri- 
liiilcd by members of the Cummit- 
Icc and of the participating rcli- 
)>ioUH societies. The linlnnce was 
r;iised by a well-l;nown Montreal 
business man, who prefers to re- 
main anonymous. .At the >samc 
lime. Canon Kaven insisted on 
bearing the cost nf bis own travel. 

As 11 new project witli canipus- 
widu us.sociation.<;, the Mission na- 
turally suffered growing pains. 
Many of the student volunteers — 
drawn from almost nil faculties — 
were (list lacted by the faniilinr 
burdens of lung hours in lectures. 



Atheist Student 
Now Theologist

The compatibility of Science 
and Religion ' is postuI{ttcd by 
Canon Charles E. Raven in his 
book Science and Religion. 
Throughout the 200 pages this is 
argued with clear impassive 
scholarship and with vital luci- 
dity. 

Cunflicl 

The conflict between Science and 
Religion is one of comparatively 
recent orijcin, and its future is of 
doubtful certainty. Canon Raven 
has devoted his life to overcom- 
ing this conflict, challenging the 
popular antithesis, and demand-

ing that science and religion arc 
necessary to each other. Since 
his Cambridge undergraduate days 
he has had this objective; he "be- 
gan his study of Christian theolo- 
gy imder F. C. Burkitt and of 
Mendelian genetics under W. Bate- 
son in the same term in 1007." 
A Scholastic Approach 
Sincc'that time his reputation as

Robert Lnwson Slater is a 
veteran of both World Wars who 
was largely responsible for civil- 
ian evacuation and then made the 
trek to India as second in com- 
mand of a Chinese medical bri- 
gade, following the Japanese in- 
vasion of Burma in 1942. A past- 
president of the Cambridge Union, 
he had gone to Burma as a 
missionary. He received his 
doctorate, from Columbia for a 
thesis on Buddhism, and is now 
Principal of Diocesan College and 
ProfesHor of Systematic Theology 
at McGill. 

Dr. Martin

since he is their Professor of An- 
atomy. A graduate of Dublin Uni- 



versity, he is well known in Mon- 
treal as u public speaker.

Professor I'.arr is a new-conier 
to Canada, having recently com- 
pleted his post-graduate studies in 
Edinburgh. He is now Professor of 
New Testament in the Presbyte- 
rian College, Montreal. 

Dr. Caird 

Dr. George Caird is a graduate 
of Cambridge and Oxford. He has 
been recognized as one of the most 
brilliant of the younger scholars of 
the New Testament, which he now 
teaches at McGill. He brings with 
him his experience as one of the.

Cambridge. This latest book is 
a scholarly historical approach to 
the iirolilem, demanding that the 
Churcli release itself from its nar- 
row confines and realise its posi- 
tion in the new scientific world. 

"My whole contention is that 
nature and supernaturc belong to- 
gether" is the thesis of the book. 
This is u hypothesis which. science 
and religion have ignored since 
tlie eighteenth century, and is the 
basis of the conflict; the raging 
confljct of the last century, in 
which both sides maintained their 
own opinions with great bitter- 
ness, has now given way to a 
truce wherein each concerns him- 
self solely with his own field. 
The Blame 

The blame for this divorce be- 
tween religion and nature, Raven 
insists, is the responsibility of 
both science and religion. Keli- 
gion's fault was its return to 
Augustinian doctrines of nature 
as a masBU perditionia. The 
mistake of science was the nar- 
rowing of the field of science to a 
sp(!cific area, the weighablc and 
ineasu rallie to be interpreted by 
determinist and mechanistic prin- 
ciples. For Raven contends that 
the real beginning of the modern 
-scientific era was Cesner ratlier 
than Copernicus and that the work 
of the sixteenth and seventeenth 
century biologists, concerned with 
living things, was forgotten to 
our. loss in the seeming triumph 
of (he nuttheniatical foi inulae. 

"By the dose of ilic eighteenth 
century the machine had become 
the symbol and instrument of the 
whole scientific movement; the at-

tempt to s(K,' nature as a whole 
was abandoned, and the study of 
living organism was being forced 
un to physical and chemical lines." 
No Longer A Closed Universe 
Thus science came to work in 
these narrow confines until Kin- 
stein's (iiscovcries cliallengwl the 
whole system of scientific thought; 
and Raven refers to a recent lec- 
ture by Hcisenberg in Cambridge 
in which ho maintained that "at 
present the four hypotheses as- 
sociated with the names of New- 
ton, Reimann, Ëinstein, and 
Planck must all be accepted as ap- 
propriate to different groups of 
phenomena. The old doctrine of 
n closed universe objectively mea- 
surable and shortly to be compre- 
hended by mankind has passed 
into limbo." So the .scientist is now 
H>orc willing to co-operate with 
the theologian. 

Tlieohmians Wary 
On the other hand theologians 
are still rather wary of co-oper- 
ating with scientists. Much mo- 
dern theology has laid emphasis 
on the sinfulness of the World 
and the great gulf between grace 
and nature. But Raven insists 
that 'in Christendom belief in 
"the Word made flesh" commits 
its upholders to a profound ap- 
preciation of the iiliysical realm 
and makes Christianity the most 
materialistic of the World's great 
religions." The Christian Church 
needs to understand the findings 
of science for they can help her 
to interpret the truth of her 
doctrines. An increase in our 
knowledge of science can lead to 
an increase in our knowledge of 
God. 

This is (he niissiiin of (.'anon 
Ifaven. To Scientist and to 
Christian this hook is challen- 
ging, for the aiithur wrlti-s with 
srholar.ship in both field.s. lie i.s 
not afraid of the dangers of pan- 
theistic religion, for he is not 
presentinj; a watered down 
Christianity; but rallier he is 
teling forth n creed which does 
not demand ah intelertiial siiio;;. 
but which uses knowledge hand 
in hand with faith.- 



"Darwinism is as dead as mut- 
ton," says Dr. R. W. Pilkington 
in discussing religion and the 
scientific mind, "and great pos- 
sibilities lies ahead under the new- 
er and changed attitude of science 
in recent years." Which should 
be a gooil starting point for dis- 
cussion by one of the student body 
if they're interested in tackling 
the principal assistant- missioner. 

Educated at Rugby and Magda- 
lene College, Cambridge, Roger 
Pilkington has contributed much 
to the literary and scientific fields 
of his day through British public- 
ations. His five years research 
in genitics at Cambridge makes 
him fully qualified to compare 
Darwinism with mutton without 
fear of reprisal from the Minis- 
try of Food and Supply. How 
safe he will be from McGill in- 
(piisitiveness can only be deter- 
mined by dropping into any one 
of his lunch hour chats and dis- 
cussions during Mission week.

My "God" was an 
arbitrary despot; so I quite pro- 
perly disbelieved in him. He was 
also, nt times, u vague power 
which (or whom) some people 
made use of as a personal com- 
fort, or the vonclusion of nn 
nb.strnct philosophical argument; 
so 1 rightly felt that I could easily 
afford to remain agnostic about 
such an irrelevancy. 

Christians have discovered a 
<lifferent God. And they believe 
that this God guides them, as He 
guides sincere atheists and agnos- 
tics, to reject or ignore all pseudo- 
gods. In a University Mission. 
Christians and non-Christians can 
stimulate each other 'to think 
their way through the morass of 
pseudo-gods, to discover the na- 
ture of the only true God. 

Of course the rond of honest 
inquiry leads through rational dis- 
cussion to a valley of decision. 
The fear of facing this decision 
may prevent some from taking 
part in the Mission. If you are 
cine of these, let me reassure you 
fioin my own experience: No one 
will try to force you to make the 
decision of faith in the new God 
whom you may discover. No one, 
indewl, can force you. The only 
"pressure" is the persuasive op- 
peal of God Himself, and this you 
aro free to reject. 

By all means let us reject the 
p-sendo-gods of childhood, popular 
religion and conventional churchi- 
ncss. But it is intellectually dis- 
honest to refuse to consider the 
Christian God as He is present- 
ed by men 'of Intelligence and 
learning in n University.

"Democratic Despotism and Am- 
erican Politics" will be discuss- 
ed by Mr. Bernard Crick of the 
Political Science department in n 
talk to take place tonight at 8.16 
in the Union Boardroom, to tlio 
Historical Society. "Tyranny and 
despotism may be exercised by 
many more vigorously, more ri- 
gorously nn<l more severely than 
by one," cried U.S. President An- 
drew .lohnson in the bitter years 
after the Civil War. Even earlier, 
de Tocqueville, a shrewd observer 
of the American scene expressed 
a fear of the tyranny of the Amer- 
ican democratic majority in the 
shape of opi)ressive public opinion. 

The historical society has open- 
ed its membership to women stud- 
ents for the first tinie since it 
was organized, nearly sixty years 
ago. The ILV.C. historical socie- 
ty was simultaneously dissolved. 

Deuii Fieldhouse of tho faculty 
of Arts and Science was elected 
honorary presi«lent of tho society 
earlier this year. 



Are Xmas Tests Fair

Should college students be failed on the basis of the Tirst set 
of mid-term tests? 

Recently 4.'{ engineering students at the Universitj' of Toronto 
were or<lei-ed to leave the course after the results of mid-term tests 
in December were examined. Apimicntly, the students were adequately 
forewaiTied in October of the exams. Also, the criterion for failure wa« 
set nt a generously low 35 per cent. 

Logically, any student who can- 
nul rise above a 35 per cent aver- 
age in his exams has not received 
much benefit from the cour.ne. 
.Similarly, any student who does 
not i)rcpare for exams deserves to 
be bitten . . . but not cliewed, as 
in the case of the engineering stu- 
dents. Other factors, perhaps not 
us concrete and precise as the 
above two mentioned, should have 
been considered. 

Actually, the primary purpose of 
mid-term tests is (1) to show the 
student where he. stands, and (2) 
to encourage more serious study 
in weak subjects. These goals arc 
defeated when a student is failed 
— instead of given the opportun 
ity to improve and learn by his er- 
rors. 

In the university case the mid- 
term exams were not considered 
"regular" exams. The '*regular3" 
arc held in January and in the 
spring . . . and It Is on these that 
the engineering student should 
have been failed. 

For the sake of the few of the 
43 failures that might "pull up 
their socks" and done some con- 
structive work, a period of grace 
folowing the first set of exams 
should have been allowed. It would 
have been a kinder solution and 
would have indicated just as clcar- 



inging of these 43 students — but 
just nn excuse to rid the course 
of surplus students. 

Usually, high school graduates 
are inadequately prepared to cope 
with the demands of college stu- 
dies. Students in high school are 
raise:! in a personal, solicitous at- 
inospliere. If .lohnny-come-lately is 
slow in assignments he receives a 
friendly rebuke from teacher. Such 
individual attention Is absent In 
college. And the sloppy student, 
without the consistent prodding of 
interested instructors, is unaware 
of the urgency of exams, and es- 
says. Consequently, he relaxes 
more and does less. The time to 
sharpen student habits is In the 
public and high schools — not in 
college. If an awakening and ma- 
turing is wanted, then a chance to 
develop must be given. Such a 
chance is .seen yi less punitive mid- 
term tests. 

The engineering faculty could 
also have considered that most stu- 
(ients have lower marks at Christ- 
mas than during the rest of the 
year. This is understandable — es- 
pecially at college where the gla- 
mor and excitement of campus life 
are iserious distracting factors. Un- 
deniably, many pleasure -loving 
students devote more energies to 
the pursuit of social activities, 
ly and strongly tho misfits in the rather than knowledge However, 
course Bluntly speaking, it wa» the allure wears off and most stu- 
not justice that motivated the fail- dents settle down.

think wo ought to get out of 
NFCUS — It's a waste of time 
and not worth the money — GO 
cents a year — that each student 
pays to it"), said he would try to 
bring it up at the next meeting, 
possibly tomorrow. 
I One nnti-NFCUS leader, who, 
with many of the others, lives in 
DouRlns Hall, and wlio is expected 
to present the motion for with- 
drawal from NFCUS should a Stu- 
dents' Society meeting bo calle<i, 
told The Daily why he is devoting 
time to the cause: 

"There is an awful lot of wooly 
thinking on NFCUS — we tend 
to think of the principle and forget 
the practical aspects of operating 
a national students' fe<loration. 
would actually only be justified if 
it could do as a corporate body 
what cannot bo done other^visc — 
such as by regional conferences of 
Students' Society presidents. 

"We fool that inter - university 
coniMiunieation could much bettor 
lie curried out on such a practical 
level. 

"Another point that might be 
nicntionod — how sure can we be 
that our NFCUS delegates actual- 
ly represent campus opinion? We 
aren't even sufficiently active on 
our own local scene to knoiw what 
our campus opinion is. And as for 
local interest in NFCUS, our sig- 
nature-gatherers for the petition 
had to explain to people what the 
initiills stand for."
